SUBJECT: Status of Navy Actions Relative to the Berlin Crisis (C) 

I. The purpose of this memorandum report is to provide the Chief of Naval 
Operations with information on those actions that have been initiated within 
the Navy which bear directly on the Berlin crisis. Subsequent reports will be 
forwarded as significant developments occur. 

2; Since the inception of the Berlin crisis, the following readiness measures 
by the Fleets have been planned or will be implemented when directed: 

a. CINCLANTFLT 
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(3) SECONDFJLT conduct Intertype Exercise 1-59 commencing 20 May 
with 2 CVA, 1 CVS, 1 CLC, 1 CAG, 1 DJL, 28 DD, 1 SSG, 2 SS, 6 AO, 2 AE, 
and 1 BJU Det. 

b. GINCNELM 

(1) One CVA group at sea during May operating South of 38N and 
East of 30 E. 



(3) Fleet Air, Eastern Atlantic and Mediterranean activate Suda Bay 
in early May for Patrol Squadron ASW exercises. 

(4) SIXTHFLT to be at sea by 23 May and in Ionian Sea by 25 May.
